of robbery was brought to light Wednes- 
day in the supreme conrt before Judge 
O'Brien. Charles II. Holmes, one of the 
flrm of J. H. Labaree & Co., wholesale 
tea and coffee dealers, applied for a writ 
of injunction to restrain Stephen H. Olin 
and the Union Trust company from pay- 
Ing away" $56,000 life insurance money 
held by them in trust. Arthur C. Oil- 
man, who died at Flushing, N. Y., Dec. 
15, it was shown had been taken into the 
company's employ as a clerk at $8 a 
week. He was careful and said to be 
trustworthy and was advanced to $15 a.

A Systematic Conine of Robbery.

OTTAWA, Onr., April 30.—The first ses- 


sion of the ieventb parliament of the Do- 
miuion of Canada was formally opened at 
3 o'clock Thursday afternoon.

cellency, the governor general, proceeded 
in state to the parliament house, and the 
members of the house of commons having 
beeu summoned to the ecu a to chamber, 
the speech liom the throna was read. It 
is as follows: 


Canada In Willing:. 


"My advisers, availing themselves of 


opportunities which were presented in 
the closing months of last year, eiused 
the "United States to be reminded of the 
willingness of the government of Canada 
to join in making efforts for the exten- 
sion and development of Irade between 
the republic and the Dominion as well 
as for the friendly adjustment of those 
matters of international character which 
remain unsettled 
I am pleased to say 


that these representations have resulted 
in an insurance that in October next the 
government of the United States will be 
prepared to enter on a conference to con- 
sider the best means of arriving at a 
practical solution 
of tbesa* important 


questions. Papers relating to these sub 
jects will be laid before you. 


The Modus Vivendi. 


'Hib excellency will continue to the ef- 


fect that under tl.e»e ciieuinstances and 
n the hope that the proposed conference 
may result in arrangements beneficial to 
both countries, parliament will be called 
on to consider the expediency of extend- 
ing for the present session the principal 
provisions ot the protocol annexed to the 
Washington treaty of 1888, known as the 
modus vivendi. In regard to the proposed 
measure to regulate the shipment of cat 
tie, bis excellency hopes to remove all rea- 
sonable apprehension of abuse arising iu 
the future in connection with the trade.

VERDICT OF NOT GUILTY. 


ANOTHER CENSUS BULLETIN. 


Relations of ^uhlic, Private aiul Paroch- 


ial School* in Illinois. 


WASHINGTON CITY, April 30.—Superin- 


tendent o¥tbe Census Poiter has been re- 
ceiving so many calls for infoimation for 
educational statistics from those states in 
which the legislatures are dealing with 
school questions that he has issued a bul 
letm shoeing the relations of public, pri 
vate and parochial schools. Tbe showing 
for Illinois is that the state has an aggre- 
gate of 7(8,339 hcholars in public schools, 
70,958 in parochial schools and 28,164 in 
private schools. In the pitblic schools 
there are 773,265 whites and 5,054 negroes 
The male white*, number 3'M,725 and the 
female whites 378,539. In the parochial 
schools there are only ISB negroes out of 
a total of 75,!I58, and in the private schools 
only 54 negroes out of a total of 28,164. 


llie'ieachers Kmployed. 


The males and females are about eqally 


divided in the parochial schools, while in 
the private schools there are 16,629 males 
to 11,481 females. The public schools of 
the state employ 33.271 teachers, of which 
6,879 lire male and 
16 392 female. Tbe 


parochial schools have 1,490 teachers and 
the private bchools 1,724. 
Only one col- 


ored teacher is employed in the private 
schools, three in paiocbial schools and 
twenty-five in public schools. 
The per 


cent, of gain in population of the states 
during the last ten years has been twenty- 
four, but the per cent, of gain in public, 
school 
enrollment has been only ten. 


Cook county has 150,901 scholars in its 
public schools, or ten times as many as iu 
the schools of any other county in the 
state.

plans of Stanford university. Senator 
Stanford bus been so much impressed 
with the criticisms made on the charge 
for tuition that he has detei mined to 
make the university free to all students. 
This course, how over, will necessitate a 
reduction in othci directions, as the fund 
for maintenance is veiy low since certain 
property in the endowment yields no rev- 
enue.

with a corps of thut.y professors onlv fif- 
teen will be engaged. None of these, ex- 
cept the president, will leceivB a large 
salary. Iu fact, the failure to* secure sev- 
eral iron of first-cliiss ability was due 
solely to the lefui-nl of Stanford to pay 
the salaues demanded.
